A SPIRITED DEBATE 


Legislature Takes View It 


Is Superior to Popular 


Mandate 


LITTLE ROCK-After hearing state- 


menls that "Hie people didn't know 
what they were doing when they 
adopted Amendment 29 to,the state 
constitution" in the general election 
last fall, the house rejected an enabl- 
ing act which would have made the 
double primary law operalive Fri- 
day. 


The vote was 55-37. 
Aclion resulted when Tacketl of Pike 


called up Scnalor Jarnes H. Pilkin- 
ton's preferential primary election bill, 
in the face of the inaugural address 
admonilion of Governor Bailey Uiat 
such a measure was imperative. 


The senate bill provide Dial the gen- 


eral election ballot should list only 
those candidates receiving a majority 
of votes at a primary, those nom- 
inated by party conventions or by pe- 
tition. 


It also would have called for a pre- 


ferential primary 20 days before the 
primary, following which the names 
of the two candidates in any contest 
who received the highest number of 
voles would bo placed on the primary 
Uckel. 


To Override Amendment 


Opponents remained silent after the 


bill was explained and Tackett had 
demanded house concurrence "in view 
of the mandate of the people." 


"You 
men from machine counties 


aren't fooling me," Tackett shouted 
when no open opposition developed. 
"You think you have this tiling sewed 
up. But if you want to laugh down 
this bill, try to laugh down yuor ac- 
tion Here today when you face, the 
people .who adopted Amendment 29." 


TackeU's ,barbs brought Holland of 


Sebastian" to rtho floor with a state- 
ment that "the legislature has the 
right to override any amendment 
adopted by the people by n two- 
thircis majority of both houses." 


Holland cited Amendment 7 which, 


ho said, permits the General Assembly 
to repeal initiated amendments.

Sclf-Control For Fanners / 


Jusl before he came lo Washington 


His winter, Senator Capper held a con- 
ference In Topcka with 900 Kansas 
farmers. He also had letlers from* 1000 
more. He believes he has a pretty fair 
idea of what the farmer needs. 


First, he feels that regimentation 


and restriction of production must stop. 
If there is to be any conlrol, he says, 
lei farmers impose il on themselves 
rather than submit to something de- 
vised at Wasliinglon. 


Next, he believes the farmer musl be 


assured of Die cosl of production of his 
crop, plus a fair profil, as far as crops 
grown for domestic consumption are 
concerned. Surpluses, he feels, shoulc 
oc exported for whatever they wil 
bring, either with or withoul govern- 
menl aid. He would shape tariff anc 
foreign trade policies lo preserve the 
American market in tolo for Ihc Amer- 
can farmer. 


He would keep Ihe presenl soil con- 


servalon program, and would continue 
lo finance agricullurc Ihrough Ihe 
Farm Credit Adminslralion—but hi 
thnks 3 per cenl inleresl is plenly fo 
farm loans. 


All of which comes reasonably close 


to expressing the provisions of the 
Frazicr-Lcmke bill introduced recently 
by the newly-formed farm bloc. 


Not Unanimous 


Senator Capper admits with a wry 


smile that farmers themselves are far 
from ujiHfld in their views. 


"Those farmers I talked with at To- 


peka certainly weren't in agreement. 
Most of them, I think, do want the 
AAA act of 1938 repealed. But one 
group—a small but noisy one—wants 
the government lo stop trying to do 
anything at all for the farmer. A' 
larger group wants some control of 
surpluses to keep prices from going 
down too far. Still others bitterly op- 
pose production and marketing con- 
trol, but do approve of the soil con- 
servation program.' 


The senator remarks that the new 


farm progri/rrt ought to be keyed to the 
family-sized farm, In too many cases, 
ic believes, the AAA program lias been 
a fine thing for the big landlord and

LONDON. — European chancelleries 


believe that this spring Adolf Hitler 
will take up the cause of the "oppress- 
ed Ukrainians," 


That move would mean a threat: to 


Poland apd u.Him^ely to Soviet RUSS&, 


An outright Nazi annexation of Uk- 


rainian territory may be attempted— 
or there may be an effort to set up a 
puppet Ukrainian state which would 
be a vassal of Germany just as Czecho- 
slokia now has become. 


Meanwhile, many ardent Ukrainian 


leaders arc working for an independent 
country—a Ukraine for the Ukrainians. 


The two .movements are largely in- 


dependent of each other, but Hitler .is 
perfectly prepared to let the Ukrainians 
do the spade work and then grab the 
fruits for himself and Germany. 


The real Ukrainian 'movement start- 


ed long before Hitler came to power 
in Germany, Even War, there were 
pariots who visualized an independent 
country. In those days Ihe Ukrainian 
lands were divided bclwcen Russia and 
Austria-Hungary, 


After the World War, the Ukrain- 


ians found themselves subjects of four 
differenl countries. There are 30,000,000 
in the Soviet Republic of Ukraine, in 
Russia. There are over 5,000,000 in the 
Ukrainian possessions of Poland. In 
Roumania there are over 
1,000,00( 


Ukrainians in Bukovina and Bessara- 
bia. Finally, in Czechoslovakia there 
arc some 600,000. 


In the days precedng the Hitler era 


patriotic Ukrainians living in othei 
lands, helped eslablish Ukrainian Bu- 
reaus in New York, London, Paris and 
Berlin. Their purpose was to publish 
to the world how their compatriots 
were faring under the various Euro- 
pean governments and to agitate for 
an independent Ukraine, They espec- 
ially aimed at Poland, where they as- 
serted their countrymen were being 
cruelly mistrealed. 


The dream and the aspiration uf the 


Ukrainians is a free and independent 
country for their own people. The 
dream and aspiration of Hitler and his 
Nazi colleagues is something quite dif- 
ferent. It is set forth quile explicilly 
in his "Mein Kampf," the book in 
which Hitler outlined all his policies 
and to which he has adhered very 
closely. 


In that book he sneered at the old 


colonial policy of the Hohenzollcrns. 
He maintained that what Germany 
needed for its excess population was 
not lands in hot Africa, but territory 
contiguous to Germany, ready for the 
plow, ready for the industrious Ger- 
man. 
Then when such and—to the 


cast of Germany—was taken and thus 
setted, he drew a picture of Germany 
100 years hence with a population of 
300,000,000. 


All his moves in Eastern Europe fit 


in with tliis plan. He grabbed Aus- 
tria. That made Germany surround 
Czechoslovakia on three sides, making 
it very vulnerable. Then, after the 
famous Munich agreement with Pre- 
miers Chamberlain of England and 
Daladier of France, he not only grab- 
bed all the Sudeten GerYrtan terri- 
tories of Czechoslovakia, but a good 
deal more, 


He lokoed 041 benevolently wliile 


Hungary grabbed a piece and Poland 
took Test-hen and its hinterland. 


Then a significant event occurred. 


Presumably encouraged by hints from 
Italy, Poland and Hungary wanted to 
grab the eastern part of Czechoslova- 
kia, the Rutheniaa territory. Had they 
done so they wo.ujld have had a com- 
mon frontier. It would have separated

In winter the ice, the cold and ex- 


posure to snow and rain are likely 
to produce severe effects on skins 
not properly protected. The least, of 
the disturbances is a redness of nose. 
The color scheme is aided by those 
people who turn blue witli cold. 


The commonest complaints is chap- 


ping or roughness of the skin, and 
perhaps the- most serious next to 
frost bite is the chilblain. 


Dry skins are suually those which 


are called "fine." In the dry skin 
the fat content is little. 
Further- 


more, there is little perspiration on 
the dry skin because the glands are 
smaller and less in amount. 


The obvious answer to the bad ef- 


fects of cold on the dry skin is.pro- 
tection of the skin by the use of suit- 
able fats. It is not possible to protect 
the skin by taking large amounts of 
fat internally because the 
difficult 


lies with the glands thai we in hte skin 
and not with the fat Owt is in the 
skin. ' Therefore, the'dry skin is sup- 
plied with fat by the use of creams. 


People with dry skin must also 


avoid ,the use of alcholic and astrin- 
gent lotions which will quite certainly 


increase the dry ness. The powders, 
lotions and creams used an n dry skin, 
must, ot course; bo chosen Individually. 


People whose lips chaps and become 


roug hmay prevent this condition by 
applying a suitable grease or an oily 
lipstick to the lips before exposing 
them to the cold. A bad habit is to 
bite chapped lips and pull away the 
small portions of skin. This results 
in small wounds which become crust- 
ed and offer the possibility of infec- 
tion.

Mr. Porterfield, along with his 
neighbors, extends an invitation to 
everyone interested in erosion control 
to visit their farms and see the good 
results on a field and farm test basis. 


"I have learned by costly experience that the different fields on my farm 


are like-.people; each field is a different condition," stales J. A. Porterfield, 
owner and operator of a sandy land farm south of Hope on the Patmos road. 
Mr. Porterfield continued that he had helped his father clear'this farm 
several years ago. "Then we didn't pay much attention to the steepness of 
the slope, or the kind of soil and didn't dream it might wash away in twenty 
ir thirty years," said Mr. Porterfield. 


"Our whole idea was to clear enough® 
: 


land as fast as we could so that we 
could grow a good cotton crop," con- 
tinued Mr. Porterfield. "At one time 
we tried to cultivate a little over 100 
acres out of 120; and we Vn'ade good 
stuff for a few years while the land was 
fresh and rich. But as time passed- 
our crops began to fall off. Drouths 
hurt my crops worse. 


"Light colored spots began to come 


in some of the fields. First thing I 
knew gullies began to eat their way 
back up the slopes. I tried terracing 
but seemed to have hard luck with 
them. I couldn't get them to hold and 
they washed out gullies at the ends. 
This condition coninued," Mr. Porter- 
field said, "up until in 1935 when I had 
only about 50 acres of crops where I 
had 100 acres before. The rest had been 
thrown out."

tion Service called for 12 acres to be 
put back in woodland and 20 acres to 
be put in improved permanent pasture. 
The remainder of the cultivated land 
about 50 acres was to be rotated, con- 
tour cultivated, strip cropped and ter- 
raced with the terraces e'm'ptying on 
wll sodded outlets or permanent pas- 
ture. In no case was land sloping 
more than 6 feet per 100 feet.left in 
cultivation.

Mr. Porterfield stated that part of the 


farm hod been completed two years 
now and he was already receiving 
benefit from it. "It made more corn 
this year, which wasn't a good corn 
year, on 10 acres than I made before 
on 18 acres," stated Mr, Porterfield.
